ABOUT DODGE CITY COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
Dodge City Community College came into existence as a junior college in 1935 as an 
operation of the local unified school district. The college's first home was on the second floor 
of the present high school building. 


Dodge City Junior College remained in those quarters until the mid-1950's when it moved 
Six pigeke saath on Sean Avenue to wake. its home in the former juicy nigh Soe 
building. Things changed about 10 years later when legislation was enacted to a e!” ae 
colleges out from under the wing of public school districts and put their governan' 

hands of locally elected boards of trustees. 


Ford Countyvoted to accept fiscal responsibility for the college - 
was siesta in 1965. Inthe following year, county voters approved a $2.5 ae bone ae 
for the building of anew campus. Construction of the campus began eee fomsodee eit 
1970, the college moved to its 143-acre site and soon changed its 

Community College.
